MH. EiiiToH:—We notice with consider 


able ilii-guM, be it confessed, that the 
council in its wisdom and economy have 
decided lo inflict upou this long-sulTerlng 
and patient community a general nui- 
ance, under the designation of gravel 
sidewalks. As economy Is probably the 
basis of said resolve, we wish to call their 
attention to a mill more economical solu- 
tion of the question, and which we doubt 
not will suit tho public as well, if not 
better. After having bcon packed down, 
(travel sidewalks nre very good in dry 
weather, and under the snme circumstan- 
ces so is ihe black soil covering the sur- 
face of Ihia section of the stale; and of 
the two, uiosl people prefer to walk upon 
the latter. Let an observer station him- 
self in the vicinity of ;i grave) walk and 
note thu wonderful 
unanimity of the 


pedestrians In walking upon the black 
soil, If lucre is any upon which they can 
walk. Then in tho wiutcr and spring, 
when frcex.iug and thawing alternate, the 
gravel walks are not good or satisfactory; 
neither is tho black soil, If then gravel 
posses'' sno greater advantages over the 
walks as nature made them for us, why 
not save even the sniidl amount of their 
cost (the gravel) nnd do without any?— 
Certainly the treasury would he the gainer 
by it, and the public be freed from the 
tusk of trumping gravel which the council 
now seeks lo fasten* upon the n, There 
citn hardly be a (piesliou but lliul ihe cily 
needs gixid sidewalks more than good 
streets, because financially il will be im- 
possible for many years to have all the 
streets graveled, and mciinliiut* Ihe busi- 
ness men will he forced at certain seasons 
to depend upon the sidewalks to a great 
extent. Can we he at all uncertain as lr> 
how they will liko the gravel walks at 
such ,times? 
AVi 
1 hope the issue at ,lhe 


next city election will be neither temper- 
ance or political, hut sidewalks or no 
sidewalks, with the complete understand- 
ing that ^"avel ilumpe.il in front of our 
premises does not constitute1 one In any 
sonic. If the council men are fond of 
tramping gravel, perhaps a still more 
economical method lo aucummodiite them 
could lie devised.

Strong Common-Seme and Timely 
Troth* in a Fourth of July 
Addresa. 


We find in the Gales burg (III.) Rf 


l>Micnn-Regifter a Fourth of July ora- 
tion which is something out of the 
usual order in that line. 
It was deliv- 


ered at a Fourth of July pwnic near 
that city by Colonel Clark E. Carr, the 
postmaster of Gaiesburg. 
It is chuck 


full of the kind of truth which ought 
juit now to be impressed upon the 
masses all over the country. 


THE ORATION : 


The country has been alarmed during 


the last year by the extravagant utter- 
ances of public speakers on the wrongs 
of labor. 
Communistic and Socialistic 


societies have been organized in the 
large cities, and there is feverish anxie- 
ty Test the object and aim of these so'- 
eieties is disorder and bloodshed. They 
are transplanted from Europe. 
What- 


ever may be their mission among us, it 
h certain that they have committed 
manv acts of lawless violence in the Old 
World. 
It may be that they havo bcn- 


cfltted the laboring men in countries 
ruled by kings and emperors. 
It is cer- 


tain that they have done a vast amount 


„„._, etrned his own living, and paid 
for his own education, but assisted in 
the support of his parents. 


The Division Superintendent ot the 


Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Rail- 
road started at the brake. 
A boy 


whom he gave a job at this depot as a 
brakeman, with whom many of us have 
ridden when he attained the dignity of 
a passenger conductor, is the General 
Superintendent of the Central Pacific, 
perhaps the most important railroad on 
the continent. Another, who started 
here as a section boss, ia now the As- 
sistant General Superintendent of the 
Union Pacific.

I have had no time to pro- 
pare myself to treat thcsa questions in 
a learned or philisophieal manner, if I 
had the ability, and T am therefore 
obliged to consider them from the ex- 
ample!) we find every day in our walks 
about the streets of Gaiesburg. 
Wo 


have no very rich men ; I mean, we 
have no millionaires nor merchant-princ- 
es nor great railway capitalists. We 
have several men in Gaiesburg, probably 
a dozen, perhaps more, who are worth 
over a hundred thousand dollars ; some 
of these from a quarter to a half mil- 
lion. 
I suppose there mo two or throe 


dozen in the city who are worth about 
u hundred thousand dollars. 
There arc 


probably a hundred men worth from ten 
to twenty-five thousand dollars. There 
are many in business of different kinds 
who have no considerable capital, but 
who have from year to year handsome 
incomes from thoir business and are 
well-to-do. 


The richest man In Galosburg and 


Knox county started without a dollar. 
He was a carpenter by trade, and there 
arc houses in the city which he built 
with his own hands. 
He has seen his 


share of poverty and hardship. 
The 


largest owner of Chicago, Hurlington 
anil tjnincy stock, ami ono of 
the 


wealthiest men in the county, worked 
out after he was '21 years old for $8 a 
month, and worked fourteen hours a 
day.

advantages which they themselves could 
not enjoy; and as I have seen the pros- 


of these men, the comforts with 


which they arc surrounded, my heart 
has swelled with gratitude that it was 
my privilege to live in a city nnd 
county where there wero such possibil- 
tios. 


What I have said of (talcsburg and 


Knox county is true of this country,— 
Go into any community and you will 
ind that industry and economy have 
irought their reward. 
Presidents and 


Senators, Oovcrnors arid Judges, schol- 
irs and capitalist*, have come from the 
ranks. 


In the light of all this, how absurd to 


issunio that the poor man has no chance. 
The fact is, the poor man is the only 
one who is successful. 
I believe, that 


as a rule, the men who arc born to an 
inheritance become prottigati; and dissi- 
pated and die in poverty. 
It is true 


that there are poor men, and frequently 
good industrious men, who from no fault 
of their own, arc in distress. 
It in the 


province and duty of those who have 
health and vigor to help to bear the 
burdens of the weak, to help those who 
cannot help themselves; but there is no 
reason why any healthy, ablo-bodicd man 
or woman in this country should be in 
distress or suffer from want. 
A good 


man can find work on the farm, and 
could Invo found it most of this sum- 
mer at $15 per month and his board. 
Most of the capitalists in this county 
laid the foundations ot their fortunes 
upon smaller wages than this. 
I admit 


that you cannot always got u position 
as a clerk in a store on a good salary; 
but for men who a.'o willing to work 
there is plenty to do, and those who 
do work and save can become independ- 
ent. 
It is much better for a man or 


boy to earn #15 a month and board on 
n farm, and save nil of it, than to earn 
*'»(> a month in ;»store- or on a railroad 
utid spend all of it. 


There is no lack of work for indus- 


trious women, both in town and coun- 
try. 
There are women in this city who 


go out to do domestic work in families, 
such aa washing, ironing and cleaning, 
and make from 75 cento to tl n day, 
In domestic service how often we hear 
our housewives complaining that girli 
arc so scarce. It is true that there is 
poverty and distress in the large cities 
because of the scarcity of work, but to 
live in a populous oily is a luxury which 
the poor cannot afford, and .we say to 
them: "If you will insist upon starving 
in your garrets in the metropolis when 
the country is anxious to pay you good 
wages, it is not the fault of the <iov- 
eminent nor of our institutions. 
Here 


is this vast Mississippi valley, with all

coining when those two poor boys, Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Stephen A. DpugUi 
m&dt their way to Illinois. 
Now in 


Nebraska and Kansas and Texas, and in

ham to pay the postage on a letter to 
his sweetheart. 


ODC of the greatest injuries, the monster 


wrong, inflicted upon the laboring man 
of to-day, U brought upon him by the 
shiftless vagabonds designated under the 
general tllfe of Tramp*—the very off- 
scourings of this nnd every other country, 
lazy and lousy, redolent of filth. While 
we have work which ought to be done at 
onee, and for which we are willing to pay, 
they couie to our doors and beg bread and 
meat, and when they get it they will, as 
they craunch It between their teeth, tell 
our hired men, who honestly earn their 
monthly wagex, and are getting auead 
some every month, that the poor man has 
no show 'in this country. They know 
when they utter the libel, tbat lazy and 
shiftless a's they themselves are, they arc 
fed everyday from the tables of men who 
by hard work and self-denial have given 
the lie to the sentiment.

prince and ancestor of all tramps, the 
Devil, when he approached our tlrst pa- 
rents in the Garden of Eden.

An interesting question of tbe day!», 


where do all the trampn come from? 
What makes them? 
When men reply 


that the pretence of these aimless wan- 
derers, who have settled upon the conn- 
try like a swarm of locusts, is due 
wholly to the depression of business, 
they simply display a lamentable ignor- 
ance of the facts in the case, 
We lay 


down the proposition that three-fourths 
of the tramp element is composed of 
men who would not work if they had an 
opportunity, and their degradation is 
due principally to the ravages of cheap 
whisky and the demoralizing associa- 
tions of the slums of city lite. There 
is, as we have frequently remarked, a 
prevailing tendency among laboringmen 
to seek the city, cither primarily for 
work or to enjoy the excitements of 
metropolitan life. The cities are always 
overstocked with labor in every depart- 
ment, and if a man succeeds in getting 
a position it is only because be snows a 
superior fitness for its duties over the 
man whom he displaces. Thus the 
great mass of unemployed are left to 
shift for themselves without any visible 
means of support. 
The idleness which 


at the beginning was enforced, speedily 
becomes a constitutional disease, and 
they drift, as naturally as water runs 
down hill, into the lowest dens and 
itmklst the mo it debasing associations. 
They become hangers-on at the worst 
groggerios and dives, and the 
poor 


whisky they invariably manage to obtain 
soon blots out the last vestige of self- 
respect and manly aspiration. 
When 


night comes and the police begin tolook 
shnrply at suspicious looking loiterers 
they betake themselves to olu rookeries 
nnd cheap lodging houses, where for a 
few cents they arc grunted the privilege 
of crowding together in filthy bunks, 
amidst fetid air and vice and vermin. 
In the morniilg, they nally forth to some 
convenient soup-house, which the gener- 
osity of the city affords, and having ob- 
tained their rations lapse into a condi- 
tion of listless indifference to nil the 
affairs of life. 
This is the life of the 


tramp in the city during the winter 
season; but when warm weather rrturns, 
the soup-houses are closed, the police 
give them a hint, and they scatter abroad 
over the land, sleeping in nil sort* of 
places when night overtakes them, nnd 
by day begging 
from door to door 


for food. The number of these voluntary

pace with the growth of the cities, which 
arc their nurseries—the places where 
they arc manufactured. 
This year the 


number of homeless wanderers has been 
considerably augmented by men who 
arc out of employment and arc really 
in search of means of obtaining an hon- 
est livelihood; but this latter class can 
readily be distinguished from the con- 
stitutional trump, and arc always enti- 
tled to consideration on account of their 
unfortunate circumstances. 
The pro- 


pnil'i-ssional tramp may also be regard- 
ed with a feeling of pity, for his condi- 
tion is largely due to the education that 
has been enforced upon him by the mis- 
taken charities of the cities. \\'o hold 
that metropolitan authorities are culpa- 
ble for teaching thousands of men every 
year that they can live without labor, 
and be supported by the industries of 
others. 
If a man bo able to work, and 


will not, then let him be forced to do so. 
Th« cities should see to it that every 
man within their limits who depends 
upon his labor for support should bo 
compelled to work for it. If it is nec- 
essary to establish soup houses to feed 
men. let the eityput those men towerk 
to earn what they cat. 
That is the way 


to keep them from falling into the hope- 
less slough of constitutional idleness, 
and a man will lose none of his self-re- 
spect when he cats a bowl of soup fur- 
nished by the city, if he has the con- 
sciousness that he has worked for and 
earned it; and when he goes forth into 
the country it will be with a determina- 
tion to earn a better livelihood. The 
practice of furnishing free lodgings and 
free meals in the city only furnishes a 
bait that draws to it the unemployed, 
and when once they have become accus- 
tomed to that fatal 
influence, they 


quickly degenerate into the worthless 
tramps who are to-day provinga scourge 
to the small towns arid farming commu- 
nities throughout the land.

prison of Tanknda-Jima, new Tokio. 
The prison was founded by Gen. Kawaji, 
the prefect of police, who, after having 
inspected the various prisons in Europe, 
resolved to introduce into Japan a sys- 
tem of imprisonment which sho«ld be 
both humane and profitable to the state. 
With the content of the government, he 
establiahed, about five yean ago, the 
Tsukuda-Jima prison, which U under 
the control of the police department, 
and in which the principal rule is that 
eaeh prisoner shall contribute ao far w 
he it able towards hit own maintenance. 
At the present tine there are 246 
warden and other servant*, 
whose 


monthly waget amount to about £350, 
including tbe salaries of nine surgeons. 
The prison stands upon nineteen aoraa 
of land, more than three of which are 
covered by buildings; and in the month 
oi March it held 3,390 prisoners, of 
whom only 104 were women. The total 
expenditure for 1877 wat rather under 
£20,000, of which £15,000 was paid 
out of die prisoners' earnings. One of 
tbe principal trades carried; on in the 
priion is tpat of brickmaking, at which 
more than 300 of the convict* an em- 
ployed, the clay being brought from 
Tokio. The bnckt are told at the rate 
of $4 per 1,00(1, and a good workman 
can make as many as 1,200 in eight 
hours. Forty convicts arc employed in 
making boots and shoes, and all the 
boots For the police are manufactured 
here. There are a smithy and a car- 
penter's shop in tbe prison, and among 
the miscellaneous articles turned out 
arc umbrellas, 
chinaware, toys, and 


various kinds of lacquer work. There 
arc also several printing presses in the 
prison, while the younger convict* have 
a large school room, in which thcv arc 
taught Japanese and Hugliuli, ana are 
made familiar with different trades. 
A 


detached building is set apart for the 
detention of persons who have been sen- 
tenced to inipri«onmcntforprc*s offences 
nnd this part of the prison is described 
as being very comfortable and well fur- 
nished, the cells being all provided with 
writing materials. All the convicts are- 
allowed to take a warm bath onco a day, 
but it is not stated whether they arc in 
the habit of availing themselves of the 
privilege, or whether this rule in any 
way accounts for the alleged fact that 
the rate of mortality is not more than 
20 per 1,000 as against 50 per 1,000 in 
moat of the convict prisons of Eu- 
rope.

At Birmingham it attained 1)0 degrees, 
the highest temperature that bus been 
known since June of 1S5H, when it

Night has done but little to cool the 
atmosphere, and the severity of the 
change has been as remarkable as its 
suddenness.

The lesson to be learned from (his Is 
hat there is a clique or gang numbering 
anywhere from twenty to fifty, resident 
n the city aud in the Immediate vicinity, 
composed of thriving men und women, 
who are uot only ready to assist each 
other in robbing and stealing, but in case 
one or more happen to be arrested, to 
come to the rescue a» witnesses, aud the 
lobuobbiug before and lit the trial, which 
s above alluded to, U doubtless for the 
manufacture of such testimony as the 
exigencies of tbc fii.se may require. The 
fact that so many of this kind of people 
reside iu aud about the city, is one that 
should lead all good citizens to do what 
they can to checkmate »o dangerous an 
clement in society, uud use their influence 
to have the members of these gangs 
brought to justice.

on the lookout for Just such victims as the

the scene with 300 regular*. 
After 


much of about nix mile*, nnd when 
within » ihort distance, of Caywo *ta 
tion, he encountered between fonr and 
five hundred warrior*. Thit wit »bou'. 
8 o'clock in the morning. Getting his 
men into position, Cot. Miles opened flre 
on the noatilei, who returned it, but 
without effect, neither aide iiuUining 
injury. 
This was continued without 


interraimion until 12 o'clock, whoa the 
Indians attempted to charge Mlloi, but 
were driven off, the redskins being un 
able to stand the flre of the howitzers. 
In the charge the Indians suitainod 
considerable losn, their dead being exti 
mated at fifteen. Miles' casualties con 
tiist of two men wounded, one in the 
iimi nnd one in the leg. 
Shortly after 1 


the Indium fell back towards the moan 
tains.
